The first joint discussion between 
Judge W. S. Bishop, of Paducah, and 
Judge Malcolm Yeaman, of Hender- 
eoD.twoof the candidates for the 
Democratic nomination for appellate 
judge, was held at the Court House 
Monday. It was Judge Bish- 
op's appointment and his expe- 
rience will probably make the debate 
the last as well as the first. The vet- 
eran office holder from the Purchase 
rsn up sgaicet ■> imw.-aiw. His 
friends advised him badly if they led 
him to believe that Yeaman would 
not or could not meet him in debate. 

There was a good crowd on hand 
when Judge Bishop opened the dis- 
cussion, though many of his hearers 
failed to stay until he closed an hour 
and a half later. This was due to 
the fact that much of his speech 
could not be heard. His words were 
scarcely audible at times to those ten 
feet away, and the deliberation with 
which he passed from point 

point was almost painful, 
speech proved to be a very indiscreet 
nd showed that he had been 
badly advised as to what to aay to the 
atelligent people of Christian county 
Judge Bishop started out by ex- 
plaining that be had been a lawyer 
for 30 years and 17 years of that time 
had been circuit judge in the Paducah 
district. He claimed that his exper- 
ience on the bench had better fitted 
him for judicial duties than general 
" > would have done. He said 
White and Judge Yeaman 
both attorneys for railroads and 
discussed this point in a way that was 
intended to make the impression that 
he alone was competent to serve as 
judge of the court of appeals in cases 
involving the rights of railroads, the 
logical inference seeming that he 
wi, tiki decide against railroads whether 
" e was merit in their cases or not. 
nsisted that his oppSnetRx were 
irable men but their "legal train- 
u would make it difficult for 
them to decide such cases like he 
□uld decide then. 

Discussing the fact that Dr. Ciardy 's 
.ieiidn are supporting Judge Yeaman 
because that gentleman and the coun- 
ty of Hendersou are supporting Dr. 
Ciardy for Congress, he spent half an 
hour declaring his friendship for Dr. 
Ciardy, and asking that Christian 
county support him over Judge Yea- 
man, saying he had known Dr. Clardv 
when he practiced medicine in Baf 
lard county. He also brought in his 
war record, as he invariably does, and 
said he was in the Confederate army 
with Dr. Clardy's brother. He then 
led up to what was intended to be 
the climax of his speech, 
saying he agreed with Dr. 
Ciardy on all of the funda- 
mental principles of the Democratic 
party, including the free and unlim- 
ited coinage of silver at the ratio of 
16 to 1. He closed by calling upon 
Judge Yeaman to state hia views 
upon this question. 

Judge Yeaman began his reply to 
the remnants of Judge Bishop's au 
d'ence, but in a few minutes the court 
room filled up until he had a much 
larger crowd to hear him. 

He soon developed the fact that he 
is a fine speaker and his ringing 
words and pleasing oratory were in 
striking contrast to the effort of hie 
opponent. 

He began with a personal reference, 
He Baid he was a native of Hardin 
county and in early life located over 
i neighboring county of Hender- 
i, where he had practiced law for 
thirty years. He had been engai 
general practice and I 
been employed in some cases 
or the Louisville <& Nashville 
.ailroad. The railroad had simply 
been one of his clients and its cases 
were attended to just as he had at- 
tended to hundreds of suits for 
farmers, merchants, professional men 
and mechanics. He had never been 
a salaried officer of the road, but ren- 
dered his bill for services in each case. 
He had had nothing whatever to do 
with the management of any railroad, 
had never been a stockholder or di- 
rector in any such corporation. He 
said he had earnestly supported and 
voted for the new constitution, that 
had been violently opposed by the 
railroads. He did not think the 
judges of the Appellate Court should 
be elected upon any Buch issues as 
Judge Bishop had raised. A judge 
should divest his mind of all feeling 
or prejudice and decide cases upon 
their merits alone. The judge on the 
bench should not be a Democratic 
judge, he should not be a Republi- 
can judge, he ought net to be a rail- 
road judge and— turning to Judge 
Bishop with emphasis— he ought 
not be an anti-railroad judge. 
Such "arguments" aa Judge Bishop 
had used were nothing more nor less 
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isted against railroads. The intima- 
tion that he would not be an impar- 
tial and just judge in such matters 
was unworthy of the high of 



flee Judge Bishop sought.

for himself, he would scorn tc 
accept a commission to this posi- 
tion, upon which his ambition was 
fixed, if he had to resort to the tricks 
of a demagogue and professional 
politician to get it. A Judge should 
be an officer of the law, and do his du 
ty fairly, fearlessly and impartially, 
giving equal and exact justice to 
every litigant whose rights he was 
called upon to decide. No man who 
entered the office with his mind pre- 
judiced against any class of litigants 
could make a just judge any more 
than a juryman could fairly decide 
case he had prejudged.

this way. he had never thought prop 
er to discusB politics in this race, that 
in fact he was not a politician and 
had never sought office before except 
for a few weeks in 1894 when he was 
a candidate for the same office he 
now sought. He had never 
life made speeches as ; 
didate and was therefore ignorant 
of the wiles and methods of an ex- 
perienced office-seeker to secure votes, 
But he had no concealments and wae 
perfectly willing to tel the people 
his views upon any subject.

He did not believe that the 
government would have any 
njhch redemption money if it used 
ail of both metals for that purpose. 
He bad always thought that the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury ought to have 
paid silver in redeeming government 
obligations instead of borrow 
ing gold for that purpose.

THE PLATFORM ADOPTED YESTER- 
DAY AFTERNOON. 



The great gathering of Democrats 
at Chicago was called to order Tues- 
day at noon. 

The National Committee, controll- 
ed by the gold men. reported Senator 
Hill for temporary chairman but the 
silver men moved to substitute Sena- 
tor Daniel, of Virginia. After a 
lengthy discussion Daniel was elected 
by a vote of 556 to 349. 

Committees were then appointed 
and the convention adjourned till 1C 
o'clock Wednesday. 

Wednesday two sessions were held 
both devoted to the consideration oi 
reports. 

Many prominent men were also 
called for and delivered addi 
while the convention was waiting far 

reports. 

Haldeman and Phelps, the Fifth 
District delegates,attempted to break 
the unit rule instructions in voting 
for chairman, but Harrity sustained 
the rule. At the morning session the 
Credentials Committee made a par- 
tial report seating the eilver delega- 
tion from Nebraska and South Dako- 
ta. At the night session two reports 
were submitted on the Michigan con- 
test. The majority report unseating 
four gold delegates was adopted. 
This made the delegation 16 for sil- 
ver and 12 for gold, and under the 
unit rule gives the entire vote to the 
silver men. Senator White, of Cali- 
fornia, was selected as permanent 
chairman and was chosen without a 
contest.

The first anti-slavery society was 
organized iu 1775 at Philadelphia. 

The opening article iu the July 
number of the Century is by Marion 
Crawford, the third of his papers on 
Rome. It is devoted to "St. Peter's'' 
and is fully illustrated by Castaigne. 
Mr. Crawford, who knows his Rome by 
heart, gives his first impressions of 
St. Peter>,his reveries in the crypt.and 
describes the funeral of Pius IX, th 
lusic of St. Peter's,aud the sculptur 
and painting in the cathedral.
